JFK To Propose 
Income Tax Cuts 


NFM YORK (A P) — Secretary 
of the Treasury Douglas Dillon 
say s the administraUon will pro 
pose a top to bottom reduction in 
income tax rates for enactment 
by Congress nex t y ear.

So he 
is boostin g prices to discourage 
buy in g an d to give farm ers more 
in cen tive to produce. 
Western 
econ omists 
doubt 
If 
this is the explan ation . They thin k 
the real problem is that con imu- 
n ized agriculture doesn 't produce 
well, in con trast to the American 
sy stem that produces surpluses. 
Western ers also thin k that the 
Soviet prem ier has withheld fun ds 
n eeded to spur Russian agricul­

Tomorrow a life will be saved. Tomor­ 
row an accident which would have happen­ 
ed will not happen. 
Tomorrow a car will approach a stop 
street — and stop. 
A driver will glance at his speedomet­ 
er and ease his foot off the accelerator— 
and an accident will have been prevented. 
A child will dart from behind a hedge 
or a parked car. An approaching driver 
will see him in time because he will have 
been looking for him. 
A pedestrian will start across a b u s y 
street, remember and wait — and the mor­ 
gue will have been cheated of another vic­ 
tim. 
Somewhere at a party tomorrow night 
a man will drink a final highball sway a 
little and ask his wife to drive. Death may 
no takp a holiday tomorrow, but there 
will be one less story in the paper, o n e 
less headline to write, one less figure to 
add to a mounting total. 
It is not possible to tell where this ac­ 
cident which could have happened did not 
happen. 


It could have been on a long, level wide 
highway, or a hedge-marked intersection. 
It could have been in the busy center of a 
city. It could have been on a dark, narrow, 
winding country road. No one knows — or 
will ever know. There will be no sign to 
mark the spot where the death car which 
was not a death car drove quietly by. 
But tomorrow night, somewhere a 
hu­ 
man being — a man, a woman or a child 
— will go about his every-day affairs, ne­ 
ver knowing death passed him by. 
And tomorrow, this will happen because 
today somebody is reading these lines. 
Some one will remember these words 
tomorrow and be a little more careful. 
It could be any one able to read and able 
to drive. 
This life which will be saved m ay be 
that of an obscure workingman, or a per­ 
son of wealth. It may be that of a baby 
or a debutante, a ne-er-do-well or a youth 
of promise. It may be your mother’s or 
your wife’s. It may be your son’s or your 
neighbor’s. It may even be yours! 


Sudden Destroyers 


The frightening thing about a tornado is 
the suddenness with which it is born and 
matures into a destroyer. The most warn­ 
ing residents get along a front where tor­ 
nadoes hit is a howling noise and the ap­ 
pearance of the tell-tale black funnel, 
smashing some houses flat, exploding oth­ 
ers as if from bomb bursts, stripping trees 
bare, and blowing heavy trailer trucks off 
roads.

W henever one 
says: 
But 
why 
not w ar?, the conversation freezes. 
W ar is a very dirty w-ord. There 
is. at the m om ent, w ar in V ietnam , 
war in Laos. Am erican troops in 
Thailand, 
w ar 
in Indonesia, 
a 
concentration of troops in W e s t 
Berlin, subm arine bases in foreign 
lands, m issile bases all over the 
world. 
But there is no w ar In fact, we 
are supposed to believe that we 
are living in a state of peace. But 
where is the peace? Our budget for 
1962-3 is a 
w ar budget and we 
would be justified in assum ing that 
the w ar budget will continue for 
m any years. 
Surely, 
on this 
most pressing 
problem , 
we need to be realistic. 
We need 
to adm it 
that 
actually 
exists. 
The reason that it is possible for 
politicians 
to 
assum e 
th at 
w ar 
does not exist is that the current 
w ar is fought by different m eth­ 
ods and by different weapons. F or 
instance, 
the 
Russians 
spent 
a 
month exploding hydrogen bombs 
and now we are doing the sam e 
thing, in 
the 
nam e of 
science. 
Actually, this is a form of battle, 
each side 
saying 
to the 
other, 
"Look what I ve got,” "Look what 
I can do ” 
It is this curious w ar which o v ­ 
erlay* the world like a cloud. E v ­ 
ery act of governm ent is affected 
by it. E ach governm ent gauges 
the strength, at the m om ent, of 
the opposing sides. Presently, for 
instance, de Gaulle believes that 
he can restore France to be thp 
central nation of E urope — that 
is. W estern Europe, which has so 
long 
been 
dependent 
upon 
the 
United States. The great success 
of the Common M arket leads the 
W estern European countries t b e­ 
lieve that they can free them selv­ 


es from 
economic 
and 
political 
dependence upon the U m ^d States 
and at the sam etim e sot a force 
sufficiently 
powerful 
to 
relieve 
them of the fear of conquest 
by 
Russia. 
Thus the current phase of a pro­ 
longed w ar is being fought by new 
and unusual physical and political 
m eans and we need to adjust our 
minds to that reality. 
Had the United Nations sorved 
its original purpose, it m ight have 
been able to force this w ar into a 
debate within its 
halls. 
But 
the 
United Nations is actually a w eak­ 
er body than the League of N a­ 
tions was. Perhaps it is the dif­ 
fusion of power winch com es from 
having too 
m any 
m em bers 
and 
too m any groups: perhaps it is 
due to the age w’hich 
seem s 
to 
bleed inefficiency. But it seem s 
quite clear that the United N ations 
is not the place to settle the m ajo r 
issue of w ar. 
N or do Sum m it Conferences les­ 
sen the w ar activities of the con­ 
tending 
nations. 
Beginning 
with 
Teheran ( 1943) and continuing to 
this very moment. Sum m it Confer 
ences have occurred or have been 
planned. 
Only at the Sum m it Conferences 
can some agreem ents be reached 
minimizing the cost and conse­ 
quences of the present war. Thus 
far. the Sum m it Conferences have 
failed to accomplish anything of 
value, largely because of Russian 
stubbornness 
This 
stubbornness 
is produced by Russian successes. 
Should Russia encounter failure.

The number of blind people in 
the United States is estimated at 
364,000. More than 5,000 were war 
casualities.

The 
Korean War left 526 young men 
blinded. 
During World War II, Dr. Rich­ 
ard E. Hoover, ophthalmologist, 
worked at Valley Forge General 
Hospital
